Image enhancement 


Given the title of this magazine, it should 
surprise no one that architecture is the subject of 
most of our photography. People appear in many 
of the images, of course, but usually only to show 
scale or what a space looks like in action. Our 
articles have the same focus, mixing description 
of new buildings and designed landscapes with 
comments from owners and architects on project 
goals and results. 


But for the new Architecture Minnesota 

Guide to Working with an Architect (page 

38) we wanted to zoom in on architects and 
their clients interacting in the spaces they 
created together. So we enlisted the help of two 
photographers who excel at capturing people in 
designed environments. IDE[A]’s Rob McIntosh 
shot two client-architect pairings: Highpoint 
Center for Printmaking artistic director Cole 
Rogers with architect James Dayton, AIA, and 
pastor Victoria Safford of White Bear Unitarian 
Universalist Church with Locus Architecture's 
Paul Neseth, AIA. A few days later, Andrea Rugg 
spent a morning and afternoon photographing 
North Oaks homeowners Dale and Julie Heiden 
and architect Meghan Kell Cornell, AIA. 


I assisted on all three shoots (i.e., I helped 

carry equipment), and the close-up view I 

got of each architect-client relationship was 
illuminating. For example, I’d chosen to include 
Rogers and Dayton in the guide because of their 
unique how-we-came-to-work-together story 
(September/October 2009 issue). But watching 
them converse as the camera clicked away gave 
me deeper insight into why their collaboration 
was so successful: Rogers the master printmaker 
and Dayton the champion of artists clearly 
engaged each other as peers. *I understood the 
spatial and circulation needs of a printmaking 
facility, but Jim brought light and flow into the 
project," Rogers explains in the guide. An apt 
encapsulation of a partnership. 


Safford and Neseth spent time catching up while 
McIntosh and fellow IDE[A] photographer Pete 
Sieger set up. (The church's AIA Minnesota 
Honor Award-winning sanctuary addition was 
completed nearly five years ago.) Their easy

conversation and laughter spoke volumes about 
the rapport they'd developed over the course of 
design and construction. “No project is without 
its challenges — that's where trust comes in;" says 
Safford of the church's working relationship 
with Locus. ^Together we walked through 
anxiety and the happy part of imagination.” 


The most fun was had at the Heiden home, 
where Rugg and I enjoyed a Jimmy John's 
lunch at the kitchen table with mom, dad, two 
young daughters, and architect. The Heidens 
are renovating their 1970s-era house in stages, 
as their budget allows, so they eagerly talked 
kitchen redo (next up) during breaks in the 
action. Their youngest clung to and crawled on 
Kell Cornell as if the architect were a member 
of the family. In fact, I may have heard an 
"Aunt Meghan." 


We've got a photogenic family on the cover, 
too—the Balbach-Diems. You don't see their 
architect, CityDeskStudio's Christian Dean, AIA, 
but he was there for the duration of the shoot, 
chatting with Ruth Balbach and Jim Diem and 
photographer Chad Holder from a comfortable 
chaise in the living room. The two homeowners 
knew the details of a few of Dean's other 
projects and were curious to know how certain 
design challenges had been resolved. Meanwhile, 
eight-year-old Sully worked his magic on 

the camera. 


If you view architects as intimidating figures— 
as artists who want to impose their ideas on your 
home or workplace— we hope the photography 
in the guide and the Studio (page 17) and 

Place (page 136) departments paints a different 
picture for you. Architects are easy to talk to 
because they're great listeners. Their goal is to 
give form to your aspirations, not theirs. Sit 
down with an architect and you'll see what 

I mean.

CHANGE OF SCENERY 


CELEBRATED WINTON GUEST 
HOUSE OPENS FOR PUBLIC TO! 


“They were thinking they wanted a potting shed,” 
recalls architect Frank Gehry, FAIA. “What they 
really wanted was a sculpture.” He's speaking, 
of course, of Mike and Penny Winton, who 30 years 
ago asked Gehry to create a guesthouse for them 
near their Philip Johnson-designed home on 
Lake Minnetonka. 


Inspired by Italian artist Giorgio Morandi's paintings 
of bottles and vases, the 2,300-square-foot 
guesthouse is a playful assemblage of pyramidal, 
curved, trapezoidal, and rectangular forms around 

a central tower. Its similarly varied material palette 
includes brick, Finnish plywood, sheet metal 

and aluminum, and Minnesota limestone. 


In 2002, the Wintons sold the property to real 
estate developer Kirt Woodhouse. He subdivided 
the property just as the guesthouse landed on 

the Preservation Alliance of Minnesota's 2003 list 
of 10 Most Endangered Historic Places. To save 

the guesthouse, Woodhouse donated the structure 
to the University of St. Thomas. 


Over a three-year period beginning in July 2008, 
the guesthouse was disassembled into eight 


sections, transported by Stubbs Building and House 


Movers in the dark of night, and reassembled on 
the grounds of the university’s Gainey Conference 
Center in Owatonna, all under the direction of 
architects and engineers Krech, O’Brien, Mueller 

& Associates. The first Gehry project to be 
relocated, the guesthouse now sits on a hill across 
from a brick house designed by Edwin Lundie. 


Parts of the house were rebuilt or re-sheathed 

to preserve the structure. And few of the house's 
furnishings remain. Instead, each room features 
an exhibit by Victoria Young, associate professor 
of architectural history at St. Thomas, and several 
graduate students. There’s a video about the 
challenging move, drawings and documentation 
on the design and construction, a section on 
Gehry's history in Minnesota, and information 
about the rebuild and preservation. 


Young was recently appointed director of the 
guesthouse and is "figuring out other ways 

to make the house work for us and for those 
who want to see it,” she says. No doubt she'll 
be watching closely as the landmark opens for 
regularly scheduled weekend tours (see sidebar) 
starting in May.

Since it first hit bookshelves 20 years ago, Larry 
Millett's Lost Twin Cities has been the indispensable 
read on the metro area's erased architectural 
heritage. With the publication of Once There 

Were Castles, Millett has narrowed his focus to 

lost mansions and estates—and the extraordinary 
families who built them. By turns inspiring, tragic, 
humorous, and scandalous, the assembled building 
biographies reflect the extremes of their times. 


Readers will be tantalized by the private lives 

and homes of the Pillsburys, Washburns, Lowrys, 
Hamms, and Wilders, but perhaps the book's 
most shocking revelation is how short-lived many 
of these grand residences were. While fire was 


a common cause of devastation in the 19th century, 


the vast majority of Millett's subjects were razed 

in the name of progress—to make room for an even 
bigger mansion, or an expanding downtown, or the 
needs of local industry or the railroads. 


Lowertown St. Paul, for example, was first 

settled in the 1850s with large Italianate manses, 
expansive yards, and a manicured park. By the 
1880s, the property owners were happy to take 
the railroad's money and start fresh on Dayton's 
Bluff or Summit Avenue. Even on Summit, houses 
only a couple of decades old were torn down 

to accommodate larger palaces, such as the two 
homes cleared for the 1891 James J. Hill house.

History repeats itself, and Millett charts the pattern 
of construction, demolition, and construction 
through the eras and styles: Victorian, Italianate, 
Romanesque, Neoclassical, Prairie School, and High 
Modern. But no matter the decade, the highlighted 
houses reveal a local preference for towers, turrets, 
and wraparound verandas—and, not surprisingly, 
for hills and other prominent sites with sweeping 
views of skyline, lake, or river. 


The name most often attached to a felled Twin 
Cities mansion? Pillsbury, seven times. The last 
entry, a celebrated jumble of modern boxes for 
Philip and Eleanor Pillsbury by the late modern 
master Ralph Rapson, serves as a poignant 
reminder that no house, regardless of its size 
or architectural lineage, is safe from the whims 
of “progress.” 


It seems we barely know what we have before 
we knock it down and start over again. Once 
There Were Castles offers equal parts nostalgia 
and admonition to curb our rasher impulses. 

As preservationists are fond of saying, you can't 
preserve a century-old building that was torn 
down 50 years ago.

A recent study by Georgetown University 
showed that, among the major career paths 
pursued by college students, architecture had the 
highest unemployment rate for recent graduates 
at 13.9 percent. And that number doesn't tell 
the whole story. Employment in architecture 
firms, according to the U.S. Department of Labor, 
dropped 17 percent in just a five-month period 
after the recession, and, at the bottom of the 
downturn, some pegged the jobless rate among 
Minnesota architects at 40 percent or more. 


While the study used data taken in the months 
following the economic collapse of 2008 

and doesn’t account for any improvements in 
the past 18 months, those numbers represent 

a dilemma for the architectural profession. 

As traditional architecture jobs have grown 
relatively slowly since the recession ended, 

new areas of opportunities for architecture 
graduates have opened up at a rapid pace. 
What we have long associated with architects— 
the design of buildings—has become one of 
many applications of an architectural education, 


and not the one with the greatest prospects 

of growth. If the profession holds on to its 
traditional identity, it may decline as a career 
option. But if the architectural community 
embraces the changing demand for its services, 
the current unemployment numbers represent 
a rebirth of the field as it expands into areas 
rarely thought of as architectural. 


Consider the path taken by two recent 
graduates of the University of Minnesota’s 
School of Architecture: Allison Verdoorn 

and Jess Roberts, Assoc. AIA. Verdoorn is a 
design researcher at the Mayo Clinic Center 

for Innovation (September/October 2011 

issue) in Rochester, Minnesota, and Roberts 

is an innovation design specialist in the Center 
for Healthcare Innovation at Allina Hospitals 
and Clinics in Minneapolis. As their titles 

tell, their work focuses not on health facilities, 
as you might expect given their educational 
background, but instead on improving the design 
and delivery of healthcare itself—on the quality 
of patient care and the patient experience. 


In many ways, both of these architecture 
graduates seemed destined to make this career 
move. Verdoorn grew up in a medical family, 
and before she entered architecture school

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Most happily, the Balbach-Diems' modest wants-three bedrooms and 2,500 square feet—were realized 
instead in a crisp new flat-roofed house. "We knew we wanted to build modern, to be sustainable, and 

to not build too much,” says Balbach. "We wanted a house that fit our lives.” The two-story box-like house 
of concrete, glass, and plywood has everything they want and nothing more. 


Dean says the need to build on pilings helped drive the compact 1,100-square-foot footprint. "For 

me there was a bit of a boat analogy: Make every inch count,” says the architect. But a small footprint 
didn't mean claustrophobic spaces. Room-size windows at both the front and back open the house 

to the outdoors and capture the unobstructed park view that attracted Jim to the lot. "In my mind, 
it's like California—a seamless flow between inside and out,” says Balbach. 


The clients' interest in sustainable materials led to the use of site-cast concrete with Thermomass 
insulation (thick insulation sandwiched between concrete). A marine-grade plywood sheath on the 
upper floor and kitchen warms up the exterior. Its veneer is a deep, rich brown. 


The first floor is a bit higher than that of the neighbors to allow light into the basement level, but the 
big front window coming down almost to the ground minimizes any sense of additional height. A simple 
stairway and a black-framed doorway that pops out of the concrete shell punctuate the facade. 


Inside, the space has a yin-yang quality. The open living room/dining room stretches from big window 
to big window—and beyond, to an outdoor deck. White ceiling and accent walls lighten the space.

When Paul and Diane Jacobson found a lakeside 
lot near this scenic byway, they wanted to create 

a house that would both celebrate the breathtaking 
landscape and become a legacy for their children 
and grandchildren. Working with SALA Architects' 
David O'Brien Wagner, AIA, they built a modern 
home with natural materials that will host their 
family for generations. 


The most striking quality of the house is its 
sensitive choreography with the wooded slope 
running down to the lakeshore. The Jacobsons 
purchased the lot because they loved its isolation— 
and the wavering birch canopy overhead. 
"We looked at it in December, in snow, and 
it was gorgeous," Paul recalls. "It was like our 
own Boundary Waters Canoe Area site." 


After surveying the property, Wagner divided the 
house into three distinct zones: an entry lookout 
tower, a main living pavilion for the Jacobsons, 
and a guest wing. Breaking the plan into three 
pieces allows the building to meander through 
the trees. "It enabled us to site the house with 
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The two guest rooms sit apart from the main 
living spaces, a quiet retreat for extended 


family. Each room has warm douglas-fir walls 
and a generous view of the lake or stream. 


greater sensitivity to the natural surroundings," 
says Wagner. "Smaller building elements also 
allow more living spaces to benefit from daylight 
and views." Only the main pavilion sits on 
conventional footings; glulam and galvanized 
steel supports hold the rest of the house in 

the air. This structural response to the topography 
has the added benefit of being less disruptive to 
the hillside's natural hydrology and vegetation. 


The home's approach sequence, too, is elevated, 
with a delicate steel-and-wood footbridge leading 
from the parking area and over a seasonal stream 
to the second level of the four-story tower. The 
open staircase in the tower rises to a 360-degree- 
view loft that gives the home its name: Aerie. 
And the vistas don't end there. Throughout the 
house, windows turn treetops into framed natural 
artworks, especially in the two-story great room, 
which boasts an unforgettable forest panorama. 
Only the slender tree-height flue of the wood- 
burning stove interrupts the openness of the 
great room, dining area, and kitchen. High above 
the sitting space, exposed open-web roof joists 
reinforce the home's structural aesthetic. 


"The home reveals the way it's put together,” 
Wagner explains. "This honest expression of 
material and function resonates with the region's 
industrial mining roots—a mindset driven by 
utility, practicality, and durability." 


The more intimately scaled, butterfly-roofed 
guest wing at the west end of the house rests 
on supports several feet above the forest floor. 
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an unforgettable forest 
panorama. Only the 
slender tree-height flue 
of the wood-burning 
stove interrupts the 
open plan. 
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Expansive horizontal 
windows frame views to the 
lake, while vertical openings 
showcase large trees on 

the property. The remaining 
exterior is wrapped in a 
contrasting palette of cedar, 
corrugated zinc siding, and 
dark-brown Richlite panels 
made from recycled paper. 


Its two identical, opposing bedrooms overlook 
the lake and the stream, respectively. The 
Jacobsons wanted to be able to close the guest 
wing when it wasn't in use, for energy savings, 
so Wagner placed the bathroom that serves the 
two guestrooms inside the main building, taking 
plumbing out of the shut-down equation. 


The legacy of this house lies not only in its 
flexibility for accommodating family but also in its 
commitment to reducing environmental impacts 
well into the future. The exterior materials, for 
example—natural wood and durable zinc siding 
and roofing—are capable of lasting for generations. 
Instead of using septic systems and wells, the 
home harvests and filters rainwater from the 

roof for potable water supplies. The plumbing is 
connected to a central composting toilet system, 
keeping the lake safe from septic seepage, and 
heating is provided by geothermal pumps drawing 
from the water table that feeds the spring-fed lake. 
A solar array generates a portion of the home's 
electricity needs. 


Each of the ideas at work in the home is designed 
to provide and sustain a natural experience for 

the Jacobson family. With its many eco-friendly 
systems and strategies, this dwelling takes respect 
for the environment to a new height. AMN

Would you rent your home if you had the 
option to own? Probably not. So why would 
you rent your energy if you could own it? 
This is the question that motivated custom 
homebuilders Rocky and Gigi DiGiacomo 

to build the Traditional Home for the Future— 
a 4,200-square-foot, nearly zero-energy home 
on a wooded one-acre lot in Golden Valley 
that was named 2011 Green Dream Home 
by Xcel Energy and the Builders Association 
of the Twin Cities. 


“We all know utility bills aren’t going down,” 

says Rocky, owner of DiGiacomo Homes & 

Renovation, Inc. “Sustainable design makes 

financial sense.

corner-lot home creates 
two fronts. 
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But zero energy was only part of their goal. 
They wanted to break the mold of what people 
typically assume a green home looks and feels 
like. "We didn't want to do the zero-energy home 
with the corrugated metal and the ultra-modern 
aesthetic,” says Rocky. *With this home, we set 
out to show that sustainable design doesn't have 
to be paired with the aesthetics most people are 
used to. We wanted this to be a very traditional, 
upper-middle-class home that's all about quality 
but was also zero energy." 


To bring their vision to fruition, they first teamed 
up with TEA» Architects (for schematic design) 
and then completed the project with Ryan Fish, 
AIA, a LEED-accredited architect who is now 
with Peterssen/Keller Architecture but was 
working independently at the time. “It was an 
ideal partnership from the start,” says Fish. “As 


The 4,200-square-foot Golden Valley 
home features a vast open living space, 
allowing light to flow in from both the 
front porch and the rear screened room. 
Architect Ryan Fish, AIA, used extensive 
enameled built-ins, cabinetry, millwork, 
and trim throughout the living area 

to reinforce the traditional aesthetic.

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both the client and the contractor, Rocky was 
so committed to the vision and mission that we 


were able to accomplish amazing things with 
this home. We worked the traditional design 
with an open floor plan around the sustainable 
features, and the result really speaks for itself.” 


The initial footprint of the story-and-a-half 
home was organized around the 22 solar panels 
that would generate more than 50 percent 

of the home’s electricity. The corner-lot house 
essentially required two fronts—its north 

and west sides— and the solar array needed a 
steep, south-facing, out-of-view roof to capture 
sunlight. The team's solution? Crossing gables 
with two long ridgelines that create a roof area 
for the panels that can't be seen from the street. 


“We wanted all of the zero-energy features 
to be under the hood;" says Rocky, citing 
the home's geothermal heating and cooling 
system, LED lighting throughout, exceptional 
insulation, and energy-efficient appliances 
and windows. “These aren't sexy, in-your-face 
features. Sustainable design is all about 
function; it doesn't have to dictate aesthetic." 


"The home takes some character from Tudor 
homes, utilizing a steeply pitched roof to 
minimize large dormers needed to create 
additional space on the upper level,” says Fish, 
adding that the second floor—four bedrooms 
and two bathrooms that all radiate out from 
a comfortable family room —is much larger 
than the main level. The master bathroom

is an upper-level gem, effortlessly juxtaposing 
traditional finishes and fixtures with clean, 
modern lines and materials. 


When selecting exterior materials, the developer 
and the architect also took inspiration from 
neighboring Cape Cods and ramblers. They 
used what Fish calls a modern interpretation

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once wrote: 
"What we call the beginning is often the end. 
And to make an end is to make a beginning. 
The end is where we start from." For artist 
Julie Brogan, that was certainly true. After her 
husband passed away and the family cabin in 
Door County, Wisconsin, burned down, she chose 
to see those experiences not as an end but rather 
as a place to start from. She'd encountered the 
work of Duluth architect David Salmela, FAIA, 
in a book in a Florida shop, but she'd thought 
he was “too prestigious" to want to take on the 
design of a new house on the ruins of her old 
cabin. To her surprise, Salmela readily embraced 
the project, and “he’s been a joy to work with,” 
says Brogan. 


The house that Salmela designed for her is an 
essay on beginnings and ends. The approach 
to the home begins at the end of a long drive, 
with a heavily planted front yard hiding the 
house from the road that runs along the shore 
of Lake Michigan. The front of the house— 

its beginning — consists of the end walls of the 
house's two wings, which angle inward, as if 


“to embrace you,” says Brogan. The tall, narrow, 


glass-enclosed entry corridor has a glass front 
door and back door opposite each other, 
enabling visitors to end their house tour 
where they started from. 


The wing to the right of the entrance contains 
Brogan’s studio, whose spare, skylit interior and 


ample blank walls are a reminder of how the 
production of art is itself a continual process 
of starting over. The wing to the left of the 
entrance encloses bedrooms, bathrooms, and 
utility rooms for visiting family members, as 
well as an extra-wide hall suitable for children 
who want to play or adults who want to gather 
around the fireplace. 


At the far end of the hall and up a few steps 
stands a two-story pavilion that accommodates 
Brogan’s main living spaces. The living room 
boasts a 180-degree view stretching from the 
expanse of Lake Michigan to the seclusion of 
the courtyard. The adjacent dining area has 
tall windows overlooking the lake, with a large

kitchen running along the back wall. A wide, 
straight-run stair leads to a master bedroom 
loft, open on two sides to the living room below, 
and to a master bathroom over the kitchen. 


The house looks both modern and rustic, new 
and old. Its open plan and minimal detailing 
mark it as a product of our time, while its 
unpainted wood cladding and projecting wood 
trellises supported on ample columns echo the 
older houses along the lakeshore, with their

weathered, windswept look. The design reveals 
how modernism and tradition exist in a yin- 
yang relationship, with each beginning where 
the other one ends. 


The form of the house comprises a series of 
angled, shed-roof structures that begin to break 
down the scale of the 3,600-square-foot house 
so that, in the end, it seems more like a group 
of cabins. Here, as in so many other homes he's 
designed, Salmela breaks up the programmatic 


elements into a number of parts to lend 
the property the character of a small village. 
It's a place where Salmela often starts from. 


While Julie Brogan's house arose out of 
tragedy, it shows how rebuilding is as much 
a psychological act as it is an architectural 
one. Salmela wanted to design “a healing 
place;" he says, and he and his client 
definitely succeeded.

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A midcentury home in Falcon Heights’ University Grove neighborhood 


highlights the timeless qualities of Elizabeth and Winston Close's 
modern residential architecture

A CASUAL PASSERBY MIGHT EXAMINE 1586 
BURTON AND CLASSIFY IT AS JUST ANOTHER 
FLAT-TOP BOX, one of many modern homes 

in University Grove, that Falcon Heights enclave 
of architect-designed gems. The opaque corners 
of the box are stucco; windows and spandrels 
are wood, protected by roof projections. 


Designed by Elizabeth (Lisl) and Winston (Win) 
Close for John Wolf in 1959, the home exudes 
that pared-down sense of progressive efficiency 
associated with the Bauhaus. During their 
50-year careers, the Closes designed 14 of the 
103 houses in the Grove, including their own. 


The interior reveals a surprising plan 
organization, with two levels of rooms arranged 
on three sides of a 20-foot-square court. In a nod 
to Minnesota's less-than-salutary climate, the 
court is enclosed and roofed, with skylights and 
a tall, east-facing slot of windows providing links 
to outdoors. A split-level entry directs visitors 
toward this central feature, topped by a ceiling 
laylight of ribbed polystyrene panels diffusing 
the glow from three slender skylights. The solid 
guardrail edging the upper level is hollow-core 
wood doors bolted to steel pickets. 


Some 20 years ago, current owners Dudley Riggs 
and Pauline Boss lured the Closes out of retire- 
ment to design expanded garage space and an 
indoor exercise pool. While Win battled the City 
on variances for the shoehorned parking, Lisl 
found a perfect spot for the pool room under 

the original south-facing deck, which Riggs loved 
because it appeared to float above the landscape. 
Now, the pool roof/deck floats on continuous 
clerestory windows that provide both light 

and privacy to the space below. 


by Dudley Riggs and Folwell, the last of its 14 
Pauline Boss, is built University Grove houses, 
for John Wolf. for Joseph Olson. 


The home’s signature space, a 20-foot-square interior 
court, is far from ostentatious. The upper-level guardrails, 
for example, are repurposed hollow-core wood doors. 


The Closes’ practice embodied the idea 

of material efficiency as beauty, a waste-free 
aesthetic informed by the firm’s launch at 

the end of the Great Depression. As another 
incentive for restraint, homes in the grove were 
required by university rules to be built within 

a maximum construction cost, eerily anticipating 
our current age of escalating McMansions. 


After half a century, the enforced and intentional 
modesty is still becoming. AMN 
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Large companies and real estate 
developers know the value of working 
with an architect, but people with 
more modest building needs— 
homeowners, for example, or people 
who run small businesses or small 
organizations—often have a false 
sense that architectural services 

are out of their reach. For those who 
haven't collaborated with an architect 
on a building addition or renovation, 
Architecture Minnesota presents an 
introductory guide to the process, 
complete with advice and reflections 
from an art center director, a minister, 
and a home-renovating couple, and 
the architects who worked with them. 
Their stories are instructive— 

and proof that architects work at 
every scale and with every budget 

to enhance home life and work life, 
recreation and worship.

Who Can Call Themselves Architects? 


Only licensed (or registered) architects can legally call 
themselves architects, and achieving licensure is no 

easy task. Those who aspire to be an architect must first 
attain a professional degree in architecture from a school 
accredited by the National Architectural Accrediting Board, 
then complete the rigorous Internship Development 
Program, and finally pass the Architect Registration 
Examination. Why such a long and demanding path to 
licensure? To ensure the health, safety, and welfare of 
building occupants. It's in your best interest to work with 
a licensed—and thus highly trained and skilled—architect. 


1l CHOOSING 
AN ARCHITECT 


Minnesota boasts an abundance of talented 
and highly qualified architects. But how do you 
find the one that’s best suited to your project? 


Before you begin your search, it's important 

to assess your needs and vision for the project. 
Among the questions to ask are: What do | like/ 
not like about my current space? Do I want to 
remodel or build new? How will the new space 
be used and by whom? What is my budget? 


Based on your assessment, you may realize 
you're looking for an architect who specializes 

in the renovation of historic structures, or a firm 
that does new construction, or someone with 
advanced knowledge of sustainable design. 


The more informed you are about what you want 
(or don't want), the more likely you'll find a firm 
that's a good fit for your project. "For an architect, 
it's best when a client has strong ideas," says Locus 
Architecture principal Paul Neseth, AIA (page 42). 


"It takes a great client to make great architecture." 


A good place to begin your search for a qualified 
professional is AIA Minnesota's firm directory, 
available at aía-mn.org and published annually 
in the May/June issue of Architecture Minnesota. 
The directory, which is searchable by firm name, 
location, and specialty, offers individual firm 
listings complete with contact information 

and representative work. 


Finally, it’s wise to interview your shortlist of firms. 
Ask questions and evaluate your potential comfort 
level in working with each one. Communication 
and trust can make or break a project. 
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Why Choose an AIA Architect? 


In addition to meeting professional standards for 
licensure to practice architecture (see sidebar on page 39), 
members of the American Institute of Architects abide by 
the AIA Code of Ethics and Professional Conduct, signaling 
their commitment to high standards of practice. AIA 
architects must also fulfill annual continuing-education 
requirements to maintain their professional standing. 
Why insist on the AIA designation? To get the very best.

2a DECIDING 
WHAT TO BUILD 


Architect James Dayton, 
AIA, emphasizes to 

his clients that “good 
space-making matters, 
and good space doesn't 
need to be expensive. 
Optimism is free." 
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In this phase, often referred to as programming, 
you and your architect will begin to translate 
your wish list, dreams, and budget into realistic 
and definable spaces. In other words, it's time 
to get specific about what you want to build 

and do a budget check at the same time. 


In addition to identifying the basic requirements 
of the project (number of rooms, for example, 

and the function of each), now is the time to think 
about how your aesthetic preferences, lifestyle, 
and/or professional needs will shape the plan 

and its spatial qualities. If you're planning a 
residential project, consider how you and your 
family live: Do you favor one-floor living? Like 

the morning sun in your kitchen? Need a large 
space for entertaining? 


For an office or other commercial project, consider 
how the business functions: What message 
should the reception area send to clients? How 
close should the conference room be to offices? 
How can circulation patterns in the workspace 

be improved? Your architect will use all this 
information to develop a rough estimate of 
square-footage needs and cost per square foot 

to determine its fit within your budget. 


Architects excel at seeing the big picture, at 

pulling the many pieces of a project together in 

a meaningful way. Architect Meghan Kell Cornell, 
AIA, brought this skill to Julie and Dale Heiden's 
multi-stage remodel of a 1970s-era North Oaks 
house (pages 38 and 45). "Meghan had a long-term, 
holistic vision for the house and a respect for what 
we needed and could afford," says Dale Heiden. 


As Kell Cornell explains, that's her job: “I learn from 
my clients and take their vision into physical form.” 


Schematic design—the initial drawings prepared 
by the architect—gives clients a first glimpse 

at the positioning of the building on the site, 

the arrangement of rooms, and the flow of space. 
Often an architect will present two or three 
possible schemes for the client’s consideration. 
Depending on the budget and scale of the project, 
models or computerized images of the design 
might be generated to help the client visualize 
the future space. 


This is both a creative and a problem-solving 
phase, and a critical one, because decisions made 
in this phase will become the basis for design 
development and construction documents to follow. 
The architect and client will review each scheme 
and work together to generate a final scheme that 
incorporates the best of all features presented. 


In addition to exploring the layout of space, 

at this stage an architect will begin to think about 
the quality, materiality, and experience of the 
space as well, as Cole Rogers, artistic director of 
Highpoint Center for Printmaking, discovered in 
his collaboration with James Dayton, AIA, of James 
Dayton Design (page 41). "I understood the spatial 
and circulation needs of a printmaking facility, 

but Jim brought light and flow into the project," 
says Rogers. "In addition to making a space in 
which art can be produced, Jim created a space 
that can inspire the art being made in it." 


Dayton emphasizes to his clients that "eood 
space-making matters, and good space doesn't 
need to be expensive. Optimism is free."

program, a gallery, and educational 

and community programming. Skylights 
infuse the studio spaces with natural 
light, and Dayton added visual interest— 
and a directional current—via a 
translucent (and affordable) “ribbon” 

of polycarbonate panels that extends 
diagonally from the front to the back 

of the space. He viewed the tight 

budget as an inspiration rather than 

a hindrance. “I’m a creative person who 
likes a challenge,” he says. 
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*To imagine our new sanctuary we needed 
an artist, someone who could understand 
space and time in a larger way,” explains 
Pastor Victoria Safford of White Bear 
Unitarian Universalist Church. "We 
wanted the addition to be bold and 
forward thinking." Locus Architecture's 
Paul Neseth, AIA, captured the 
congregation’s interest in sustainability 
and respect for nature with a douglas 
fir-lined interior whose generous glazing 
connects worshipers to the wooded 
wetlands outside. Oak trees that were 
felled to accommodate the project were 
milled and used to line the entry hall. 
Like its natural surroundings, the Cor-Ten 


exterior will change over time. 
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How Are Architects Compensated? 


Generally speaking, the fee an architect receives 

depends on the scope of the work and the type of 
services provided. Methods for structuring fees include 
an hourly rate, a stipulated sum, a percentage of the cost 
of the project, and a calculation based on square footage. 
An open discussion between client and architect can 
yield a compensation plan that works for both parties.

In schematic design, the basic plan for your project 
began to come into focus. In design development, 
the focus will sharpen. Your architect will refine 
the design and develop detailed drawings that show 
accurate room shapes, sizes, and measurements. 


Once you know the arrangement of rooms and 
their sizes, it's critically important to review that 
information to be sure the spaces will meet your 
needs. Changes or redesign in later stages of 

the process may be difficult to make and can be 
costly. Speak up if your office break room seems 

a little too small, or if you want the kitchen window 
shifted a foot to the left, or if the circulation 
pattern in your restaurant could be improved. 


Know yourself and what you want and need. For 
example, even though the new sanctuary space at 
the White Bear Unitarian Universalist Church was 
basically rectilinear in shape, Locus Architecture's 
Paul Neseth designed curved rows of seating. 

The configuration was driven by the congregation's 
recognition that, “as a community, we need a sense 
of intimacy and to see one another during services,” 
explains pastor Victoria Safford. 


In addition to fine-tuning dimensions, you'll 

start thinking about materials and room finishes 
during this phase. The range of architectural finish 
materials and their colors is virtually unlimited, but 
your architect will euide you through the selection 
process, encouraging you to choose materials that 
not only look good but are also durable, budget- 
friendly, and easy to care for. 


Now that you've resolved any lingering issues 
about your project—and approved its design— 

your architect will prepare construction documents, 
or final drawings and specifications detailing the 
requirements for the construction of the project. 
Not only do construction documents define 

the scope of the job, they also give the owner 

and the architect legal control over the construction 
process. The drawings will also become part of 

the building contract. 


In most cases, the final scale drawings include 

a site plan, foundation and footing plans, floor 
plans, building sections, elevations, larger-scale 
details of certain aspects of the building, and 
framing, electrical, and roofing plans. Each drawing 
is annotated to indicate such things as materials 
and window and door specifications. 


Up to this point in the process, the project 

team has consisted of you and your architect. 

The construction documents will become a 

bridge, and the primary means of communication, 
between you and a third party—the building 
contractor who'll supervise the construction 

of your project. 


The construction documents are usually 
distributed to a few contractors. Based on the 
drawings and specifications, each contractor 
will calculate the cost of services, material, 
and labor required to complete the job. 
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Will My Garage Look Like a Frank Gehry Museum? 


No-unless you're a Gehry fan with exceptionally 
understanding neighbors. Because this myth persists, 
we've been asking architects in our Studio department 
Q&A to tell us what they think the biggest misconception 
about architects is. Their answers? That architects 
"overcomplicate buildings," "have a preconception of what 
your project looks like,” and "can't keep to a budget.” 

The truth is that architects only want what their clients 
will love and can afford, plain and simple.

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It’s your job to select and hire the contractor, 

but your architect can help steer you in the right 
direction by offering a list of contractors whom 

he or she has previously worked with and would 
recommend. It's the contractor's responsibility 

to obtain bids from the many subcontractors 
(plumbers, electricians, roofers, masons, carpenters, 
painters, and so on) and choose the best ones 

for your job. 


Homeowner Dale Heiden says that one of the many 
advantages of working with Meghan Kell Cornell 
was that "as an architect she helped us find trusted 
partners such as builders and other artisans. We 
would have been much more concerned about who 
was renovating our house without Meghan’s input." 


The process of selecting a contractor is much like 
choosing an architect. It's wise to interview a few 
top prospects to gauge your comfort level with 
each person. You are, after all, about to embark 

on another one of the more important relationships 
of your life. 


In these challenging economic times, some 
architects recommend bringing a contractor into 
the design process as early as possible. Architect 
James Dayton believes the approach saves time and 
money: "We work hard to bring contractors into the 
discussion on day one." When the team consists of 
the client, architect, and contractor, he adds, there's 
greater opportunity "to get information upfront, 
and this helps manage the budget." 


It's finally time to start building. You, your 
architect, and your contractor will work together 
during this phase, but each of you has a unique 
role in the process. Effective communication 
among the parties will help eliminate surprises 
and ensure success. 


Your contractor is solely responsible for 
construction methods, techniques, schedules, 
and procedures and will physically build the project. 
Your architect can assist you in making sure 

the project is built according to the construction 
documents by making site visits to observe 
construction, keeping you apprised of progress, 
and reviewing and approving the contractor's 
application for payment. As the project owner, 
you should make regular visits to the construction 
site and report anything that seems to be amiss. 


Architects can also provide a host of services that 
don't immediately spring to mind. “Although some 
things may be more cost-effective for an owner 

to do, an architect will eo as far as you want him 

or her to go on a project,” says Meghan Kell Cornell. 
Client Dale Heiden explains: "Meghan guided us 
through the bumps and bruises of the process 

to secure myriad approvals from city and county 
agencies.” For Highpoint Center for Printmaking, 
James Dayton participated in numerous fundraising 
presentations for the organization's new building— 

a “big value add” for the nonprofit, says Cole 
Rogers. With the aid of a model, Dayton illustrated 
the needs of the organization and offered solutions 
to meet those needs. 


“No project is without its challenges-that's 
where trust comes in,” says pastor Victoria 
Safford, reflecting on her successful collaboration 
on the White Bear Unitarian Universalist Church 
with Locus Architecture. "It's a relationship. 
Together we walked through anxiety and the 
happy part of imagination." AMN 
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Dale and Julie Heiden worked with 

Meghan Kell Cornell, AIA, to develop 
a master plan for renovating the 1970s- 
era North Oaks house they purchased 
four years ago. A growing family and 
a desire to renovate in affordable stages 
led to a “10-year vision,” says Dale. 

"We needed to prioritize and sequence 
the work—something Meghan was 
willing to do.” In the first two phases, 
Kell Cornell remodeled a family room 
and re-envisioned the “ominous” 
exterior of the house by designing 

“a better sense of entry and decking,” 
thereby creating an interplay between 

interior and exterior spaces. Future plans 

include a green roof, water management 
systems, and prairie restoration. 


At the new custom desk in the media room, Kell 
Cornell reviews some early ideas for the upcoming 
kitchen remodel with owner Dale Heiden.

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she went to medical school for two years, which 
she says “helps her understand the issues and 
the acronyms” of the healthcare environment. 
Roberts took a somewhat different route. 
He’s had a passion for sustainability as the 
founder of the student organization Greenlight, 
as the co-chair of AIA Minnesota’s Committee 
on the Environment, and as a former employee 
of the sustainability-oriented firm LHB. 
And that interest led to a fascination with 
“the design of systems,” which includes the 
problems that arise from badly designed 
ones, as often happens in healthcare. 


Both of them have found their architectural 
education helpful in their new careers. Architects, 
says Roberts, are “well suited to dealing with big, 
complex problems that require a lot of people to 
achieve an outcome,” and those same skills apply 
to the design problems of healthcare, which he 
says have as much complexity and require as 
much collaboration as a major building project. 
Verdoorn agrees. She finds “the methodology 

of architecture effective in understanding 

the problems in healthcare settings,” such 

as diagramming conversations, cartooning 
scenarios, and sketching options. Her education, 
she adds, gives her “a set of tools that get people 
to think and see things in new ways.” 


For all of its incredible accomplishments, the 
healthcare system seems to have plenty of room 
for improvement. Health professionals, says 
Roberts, tend to “see innovation in terms of 
technology,” and so they suffer from a number of 
“poorly designed systems” that need rethinking 
and redesign. Roberts also sees a need for 
more “human-centered thinking,” focused not 
only on technology but also on “the patient 
experience, on how to get patients healthy.” 
Verdoorn portrays these challenges in even more 
stark terms. “The current healthcare model is 
unsustainable,” she says. “We have to change 
the system or we will be out of luck in 10 years." 
Designers, she says, “get creative thinking going,” 
although it can be a challenge “convincing health 
professionals that design has a role to play.” 


Roberts and Verdoorn describe their work in 
ways that will sound familiar to every architect. 
“We interview everyone involved,” says Verdoorn,

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"as well as those way outside the scope of 
the project, to get an overarching view of 
the problem, looking for relevant insights 
and reframing the problem." After that, adds 
Roberts, “we start creating things in order to 
test them,” working “in collaboration with fields 
like psychology to look at the problem from 
a systems perspective." The creative, iterative 
process of modeling, prototyping, testing, 
and critiquing that architects engage in during 
the design of a building relates as much to 
the design of a process, procedure, or protocol. 
And "failure is as valuable as success" in this 
process, says Verdoorn, because lessons can 
be gleaned as much from what doesn't work 
as from what does. 


The value of this work lies in its results. 

The College of Design at the University of 
Minnesota has a Center for Design in Health, 
whose director, Kathleen Harder, applies 
design thinking and her specialty, cognitive 
psychology, to problems encountered in the 
delivery of healthcare. That center has brought 
to its funders savings as high as $150 for every 
dollar invested in redesign, which has turned 
design from being seen as an avoidable cost 

to an investment that brings fantastic returns. 
Roberts and Verdoorn reinforce that point. 
They both recount how health professionals 
often question the value of design until they 
start to see the results of this work. “They get 
hooked,” says Roberts. Adds Verdoorn: “And 
then they all want us to work on their problems." 
Which is a nice problem to have. 


Whatever we call this work — service design, 
system design, experience design — it remains 
one of the most promising career paths open 
to those with architectural educations. “It’s 
hard to find people able to do this work;" 
says Verdoorn. “There are a lot of people who 
make things, but not a lot who can create better 
processes or experiences," even though that is 
where the greatest need lies. It's a conundrum 
that Verdoorn and Roberts, and others like 
them, are beginning to solve. AMN 
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Nicest thing a client ever said about you:

What design features of your office do you point 
out to first-time visitors? The split-level office 
has a concrete-plank floor that provides strength, 
minimal floor-to-floor height, and good acoustics, 
and its voids act as heat and cooling ducts. 
Ambient light is provided by fluorescent bulbs 
set above hinged wooden screens finished with 
large sheets of lampshade paper. Visitors often 
comment on the subtle, warm glow, which sets 
off the natural redwood walls. Aside from a few 
boards on the south side of the building, the 
unfinished redwood exterior has never needed 
any finish or maintenance. 


What was your first assignment at Close 
Associates? Designing modular, colored corridor 
wall panels for the Metropolitan Medical Office 
Building, one of the many Metropolitan Medical 
Center projects our office completed together 
with Horty Elving 


Which past project taught you the most, 

and why? Working with Lisl [Elizabeth] Close and 
our production chief, Wally Wilcox, 30 years ago on 
the Gray Freshwater Laboratory in Navarre. From 
Lisl | learned the value of designing with an original 
concept (spaces and adjacencies that encouraged 
scientists to interact informally—now a much- 
copied idea). Wally taught me the importance 

of visualizing a detail in your mind and answering 
the question "Where does the water go?" 


Which was your last working with Lisl and Win? 
| asked Lisl to study interior elevation options 

for another medical project. Twenty years later, 
our positions had reversed. 


What about working with them do you most 
remember? They epitomized different approaches 
to design, Win more practical and Lisl more 
spirited. Their best projects were collaborations 
where they focused on their strengths. 


Recent brush with celebrity: This week | had 
to tell senator Al Franken that my wife would 
have to return his call after she finished making 
her squash soup. 


What efforts has your firm made to work 

with underserved individuals or communities?

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Seen through a harp-like steel-cable screen, 
the stairway's black open treads become a 
sculptural element. 


To the left, beyond a black I-beam, is the 


"hard-working" side of the house: a coat closet, 


small bathroom, and galley kitchen with an 
island and work desk. From the kitchen it's 

a few steps down to the back door and mudroom, 
where there's ample space for snowboards, 
boots, and accompanying paraphernalia. 


Upstairs, the master bedroom enjoys a view 

over the park and a luxurious master bath (even 
though the fixtures aren't high-end). The boys 
each have their own room but share a generous 
bath. Downstairs, the basement provides room 
for birthday parties and movie fests plus a bonus— 
another bedroom and bath for guests.
